Time (Ireland) Bill 


MEMORANDUM. 

The time in Ireland differs from that of Great Britain, 
which is also the time of all the Western European countries 
by 25 minutes. It is proposed by this Bill to assimilate them, 
so that uniform time shall in future be observed throughout the 
United Kingdom. The Bill provides for the change being made 
at 2 a.m., Dublin mean time, on Sunday, October 1st, at which 
time the change from summer time to normal time will be 
made in Ireland under the Summer Time Act. As the clocks 
in Ireland are 25 minutes behind the clocks in Great Britain, 
the change from summer time in Great Britain will have been 
effected 25 minutes before the change in Ireland. Under this 
Bill, instead of being put back one hour at 2 a.m., Dublin 
mean time, on October 1st, the clocks in Ireland (which will 
at that moment indicate 3 a.m.) will be put back 35 minutes, 
bringing them to the same time as the clocks in Great Britain, 
viz., 2.25 a.m. Thenceforward, Greenwich mean time (or, whilst 
summer time prevails, one hour in advance of Greenwich mean 
time) will be the statutory time for all general purposes 
throughout the United Kingdom.

BILL 

TO 

Assimilate the Time adopted for use in Ireland to that a.d. 1916. 
adopted for use in Great Britain. 

B E it enacted by the King’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : — 

5 1 . As from two o’clock in the morning, Dublin mean time, Time in 

on Sunday the first day of October nineteen hundred and lrelatul - 
sixteen, the time for general purposes in Ireland shall be the 
same as the time for general purposes in Great Britain both 
during the periods when the Summer Time Act, 1916, is in 
10 force and at all other times, and accordingly the enactments 
mentioned in the schedule to this Act shall, as from the same 
date, be repealed to the extent specified in the third column to 
that schedule. 

2. This Act may be cited as the Time (Ireland) Act, 1916. Short title.
